YOKOHAMA. 


Dates extend to the Ist Jan. The London mail of Nov. 4 
rrived out on Dec. 25. 

There is little news of importance. The small-pox, which has 
been raging more than a fortnight, was causing some anxiety, 
and the hospital was becoming overcrowded with patients. The 
Japan Mail, referring to this matter, says :— 

We believe three men from the United States steamship Benicia 
were sent to the hospital ; one of them has died, and, in order to 

revent the disease spreading, the sailors of both the Benicia and 

idaho are not allowed to go on shore, while the officers are under 
orders to return by ten p.m. It is said, on good authority, that a 
bungalow has been rented for a United States small-pox hospital ; 
if so it will greatly relieve the hospital now in use, and will tend 
in no small measure to the ultimate recovery of the patients. 

A correspondent confirms the statement in our last of the in- 
tended visit of Sir Harry Parkes to England. The Japanese 
Shipping Company willrun their steamers to Shanghai, and even- 
tually to San Francisco. “I have not heard that the Board of 
Works have commenced yet, but when they do we may look for 
great improvements. Dr. Newton has established a Lock Hospi- 
tal at Nagasaki, and will visit Kobé in April to establish the same. 
‘Small-pox is raging here, and the Government intend to compel 
vaccination. Licut. Hawes is now in the War Department, and 
commences his work on the 2nd proximo to instruct seamen and 
marines in gunand small-arm drill, shore drills, laboratory and 
other instructions ; the very right man in the right place.” 








CHINA.

SHANGHAI, 
Dates are down to the 4th Jan. The London mail of the 4th 
Nov., arrived out on the 23rd Dec. 


We condense the following account of the burning of the 
British Consulate from the North China Daily News. ‘The fire 
was discovered at midnight by the Consulate night watchman, who 
immediately gave the alarm to Mr. Medhurst and other resi- 
dents in the neighbourhood. So cold was the night, however, and 
so ordinary the occurrence of Chinese fires, that in many cases it 
was not till the repeated and urgent ringing of the bell induced 
inquiries that a general knowledc of the catastrophe impending 
was arrived at. Many residents indecd remained in ignorance 
till next day that a fire had occurred—showing how inefficient, 
except for the immediate neighbourhood, the low position of the 
fire-bell at present renders it. ‘he fire, it is conjectured, had been 
caused by cinders carelessly raked from the grate of the room dro 
ping on the wood of the floor, which Chinese contractors qenorsily 
place in dangerous proximity to fire places. When first discovered 
the fire only smouldered, and aenteppre ee was entertained 
of its spreading beyond where it originated. Water was to 
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be had with difficulty, but a couple of buckets were procured and 
used as effectively as possible. The flames, however, svon burst 
out fiercely, and seizing on everything inflammable, spread with 
lightning rapidity throughout the room, out by the windows, 
along the balustrades of the verandah, and with a roar like thunder 

ed round the building, outside and inside, fanned by the keen 

ty wind. The gentlemen in the various departments of the 
Consulate who were on the spot, with the assistance of others who 
had come up, hastened to secure such roperty and papers as were 
deemed most valuable; and though much was lost, nume- 
rous important documents and registers were saved. The duty 
was one, however, involving considerable danger to those engaged 
in it, the smoke having densely permeated the whole building, 
and the rapidity with which the flames were spreading threaten- 
ing to cut off the retreat of those who had entered the upper 
rooms. The Consul, for instance, who was endeavouring to save 
some ee from his own office, and several others, found their 
way with great difficulty from the dark and smoke-filled rooms ; 
and a couple of Mi-ho-loongs, who had to abandon all hope of 
getting down by the now burning staircase, escaped from the ve- 
randah, also burning, by a ladder. Between the time the fire was 
first noticed and its passing beyond the room in which it broke 
out, nearly an hour and a-half elapsed, while a couple of minutes 
after it had done so the fate of the Consulate was sealed. 

The fire-engines of the 8.F.D. were more tardy than usual in 
éoming up. The companies from No. 3 district did not arrive till 
the whole hee was in a blaze. Hongkew engine No. 2, though 
on the ground early, was not pearey officered, and did but feeble 
. service, Shanghai No. 1 and deluge steamer No. 4 were, with 
the Mih-ho-loong Hook and Ladder Company, quickly on the spot, 
but by a strange fatality neither No. 1 nor No. 4 could bring 
@ stream to play on the fire until too late to save property, 
and it reneiiel: for No. 5 French and No. 3 Kin-lee-yuen, 
which came up as soon as the general alarm sounded, to be 
of real service and save the newly erected portion of the Consular 
buildin No. 4 Deluge, which promised so much, and had even 
hose laid and a pipe ready to play upon the flames, failed to 
take water at the critical moment. By the exertions of some of 
the officers of the S.F.D., and the police under Inspector Strip- 
ling, No. 2 was brought into the Consular compound, and placed 
to take the water from No. 1, but when the stream was brought 
to bear on the fire the whole building was ablaze. Fortunately 
the lately built portion of the Consulate, with its court of jus- 
tice, &e., was connected by the wings only with the old building, 
and here the firemen did good service and saved that portion from 
destruction by cutting off the fire as it approached from either end. 
The Mih-ho-loongs, Kin-lee-quen No. 3, and French Company No. 
5, after a gallant struggle with the flames, were finally masters of 
ate ground, and kept the fire from spreading beyond the original 

ilding. 

When the first alarm was given, as the office of the Judge's 
private secretary only was on fire, and the prospect of the rest of 
the building going seemed remote, the gentlemen on the spot 
confined their efforts for some time to this and the adjoining Su- 
preme Court offices, confident that the Fire Brigade would be able 
to save the remainder of the building. Had it been otherwise, 
nearly everything might have been got out, so long was the fire 
confined to the south-east corner. 

As it is—to begin with the worst losses—the records of Consular 
correspondence, from the foundation of the Consulate, have been lost, 
except a few stray volumes. The Chinese correspondence in the 
interpreters office has been also lost. The title-decds of foreign- 
owned property in the Vice-Consul’s office have been saved. The 
deeds were enclosed in covers, which were in many cases charred ; 
and the condition of the documents was not improved by a douche 
of water, to which they were subjected when the safe was opened, 
and they were seen to be smoking. Still, they are all legible. But 
the original Chinese title-deeds, which were locked in a safe not 
fire-proof, have been reduced to a heap of tinder. A word of 
explanation may be necessary to enable those unacquainted with 
the mysteries of land tenure in Shanghai to understand the dis- 
tinction. The original Chinese title-deeds of land bought by 
deveiguers are kept in the Consulate. The foreign purchaser 
merely gets and transfers a copy of the Consulate Register. It 
is these Registers which are safe—the Chinese deeds which are 
lost. Probably it will be no great disadvantage to get title-deeds 
made out afresh in the Taoutai’s office, in the name of the real 
octupants, now so many changes have taken place. 


Turning to the Shipping Office, we are glad to learn that all 
the ships’ registers since 1864 have been saved, except one, which 
waa overlooked, and which came to light among the rubbish, 
thrivelled into a remarkable likeness to a Japanese tobacco- 
pecan: Those before 1864, which were in another part of the 

uilding, have been lost. Ships’ articles and papers, registries of 
entries and clearances, transfer books and bills of sale were also 
saved. In fact, we may safely say that nothing of serious im- 
portance from this office has been lost. 

All the Consulate accounts of the current year were saved ; but 
those of past years are burnt. It will be ‘a lasting blot, too, on 
the intelligence of the Mih-ho-loongs and others concerned, that 
the registration lists of British subjects for the past two years 
have been saved. It behoved everyone entering this office, despite 
the excitement of the moment, to look carefully after ene 
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invidious documents and to pitch them into the hottest part 
of the flames. We believe one man did succeed in captur- 
ing a few stray ones,and dealt with them as they deserved. 
The registers of marriages and births were saved; that of 
deaths is burned. All the old accounts of deceased estates are 
burned ; but those which are now current, in the hands of the 
Supreme Court, are saved. The property which was in hand is 

also believed to be all saved, except some minor items which 
could not be disposed of, and private jpapers which were waiting 
orders from relations as to their disposal. The current bank- 
ruptcy accounts have been also saved, though many of the old 
ones, which were comparatively valueless, are lost. The judges’ 
note-books, judgments, originals of pleadings, &c., which were 
among the most important documents of the Court, were also 

saved, as was the greater part of the Law Library. The larger 

portion of the things in Mr. Goodwin’s room, which was next that 

in which the fire broke out, was inevitably lost, amongst them 

Mr. Goodwin’s despatch-box. We must also mention a loss sus- 

tained by the Volunteers. The new flag presented to them in 

October last was burned, and they will have now to fall back on 

the old record of 1854. 

The British Consulate is now houseless, and will have, for somé 
time to come, to be a tenant of some private hong. A telegram 
announcing the catastrophe was sent off by the steamer Danube, 
for transmission to England, and the words “ purely accidental ” 
were carefully added, to prevent Her Majesty's Government from 
sending off an army on the spot, under an impression that the 
fire was an incident in a Chinese rising. 

A good deal has been said about the fire insurances on the 
building ; and it is certainly remarkable that the policy expired 
on the 15th, only a week betare the occurrence. No possible 
blame, however, can attach to the Government on this point, 
unless it be blamed for insuring at all. It is a recognised prin- 
ciple with large public companies that economy lies in i 
their own risks; and certainly the British Government are suffi- 
ciently large owners of property in different parts of the world 
to make it worth their while to write insurance off in their own 
books. The fire broke out again on Sunday morning, at the north- 
ern junction of the new Supreme Court building with the Oon- 
sulate, and was put out, under the direction, we believe, of Mr. 
Assiter, by destroying a portion of the connecting roof. It is a 
matter for sincere congratulation that this handsome wing, which 
has cost some Tls. 50,000, and is built with extravagant solidity, 
has been saved. Severely charred windows and doors on the side 
next the fire show how narrowly this portion escaped the fate of 
the main block. Subsequently coolies were still engaged ex- 
tinguishing the last embers. which by their smoke betrayed the 
lingering presence of fire. 

The following is from the Worth China Herald :— 

In the absence of other local excitement, the late fire at H.M.'s 
Consulate has been much talked of, especially with reference to 
the delay in getting the fire engines to work; and the fact 
seems incontestable that, if a stream of water could have been 
brought to bear at any time within an hour or an hour and 
a quarter from the first discovery of the fire, the building 
might have been saved. But the cause of the delay is, we be- 
lieve, much more attributable to the want of a proper fire-alarm 
than to inefficiency on the part of the Fire Brigade. As we have 
said before, not half the members of the Brigade heard the alarm, 
and engines are no use without men to work them. Two acci- 
dents, which materially delayed work on the present occasion, 
were caused by outsiders. One man who was asked to hold a con- 
necting rod just as No. 1 was being got into working order, put it 
down against the Bund wall, where it was found next morning. 
Another man contrived to break the crank of No. 2 engine. These 
accidents were not caused by clumsiness of the Fire Brigade, but by 
the want ofa proper alarm tocall out the members of that Brigade 
who know their work. If the bell tower had been agreed to when it 
was first mooted, it might have been finished by this time. We 
hear that it has now been finally decided to give up the scheme, 
on account of the impracticable conditions which the church 
trustees wished to impose, and to order out a bell specially from 
England, which will be hung on a temporary wooden tower, to 
be erected for the purpose on the new municipal property in 
Honan-road. ‘The opposition which was raised to the original 
scheme has therefore consigned the church bells and clock to a 
new period of oblivion—in a godown. It isa pity that a project 
which would have been for the general public benefit could not 
be carried out on the broad principle of general public advantage. 

Another fire occurred near the fast Gate of the city, involving 
the destruction of a josshouse. The fire was to be seen from a 
considerable distance, but of course its position prevented foreign 
assistance being rendered. A fire broke out in a part of the Cen- 
tral Police Station, caused by an over-heated stove-flue commu- 
nicating with the wooden supports of the eaves. Fire-buckets 
and water were both on the premises, however, and the officers 
and others about extinguished it with a promptitude which al- 
lowed no time for serious consequences. 

Various extravagunt reports were abroad, originating, we’ 
believe, in a rumour among the Chinese that 2.700 bales of cotton 
had been burned in the Pao-shun godown at Hankow. We can- 
not find, however, that there isany foundation for it. It wassaid 
to have come down by a Chinese steamer ; but no such vessel has

These vouchers were small squares of paper rolJed up in cylind- 
Tical shape, so that with each twirl of the barrel they tumbled 
and rolled about inside, in the most impartial way. Careful ar- 
rangements had been made for drawing and checking the re- 
sults, and it is néedless to say that everything went off to the 
general satisfaction. The drawing during the early part of 
the day did not appease public expectation by settling the 
destination of the $5,000 prize, so that interest became 
rather heightened as it wore on. Between two and three 
o'clock, however, a thousand hopes, always rather shadowy, were 
ruthlessy dispelled by the calling out of No. 3,062 being followed 
by the declaration that to it appertained the big gift. Next in 
importance were prizes of $500, $250, and $125, which fell re- 
tively to numbers 256, 2,950, and 38. About five o’clock the 
wing ceased by the exhaustion of the gift barrel, from which 
510 prizes had been taken; but, alas! 2,000 duplicate numbers 
atill remained in the other, and their holders will have to be satis- 
fiedjwith the consideration that they have contributed to swell the 
New Year’s happiness of 600 recipients, and most of all of the 
fortunate unknown, Mr. 3,062. For, strange as it may appear, 
the winner of the $5,000 gift has not yet come forward to claim 
his good fortune.

HONG KONG, 
Dates extend to Jan.11: The London mail of Nov. 26 (French) 
arrived out on Jat. 7. 


The Hon. W. H. Seward gave a public reception at the United 
Btates Consulate on January 2. i large number of Americans 
and many residents of other nationalities were present. The hon. 
<i was introduced to the meeting in an eulogistic speech 
y Mr. D. H. Bailey, United States Consul, who concluded by 
xXeminding the meeting that partly in consequence of injuries sus- 
‘tained from a carriage accident, and partly from a wound received 
on the sad, but memorable, occasion which resulted in the death 
-of one of the Presidents of the United States. Mr. Seward was 
unable to address them standing. 
In the course of his reply Mr. Seward said:—A glorious 
_ prospect appears before the survivors of the civil war which lately 
‘threatened to dismember the Republic. It is the spread of the 
civilisation of Western nations over the whole American conti- 
pen conneene with it by absolute necessity the regeneration of 
.the Pacific Coast. This is the great work which is to be accom- 
ished under the euspices of the United States of America, 
ppily with the approbation of ajl the nations of Europe. In 
the conviction that this great problem directly concerns two of 
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the great continents, and indirectly involves the interests of all 
ind, I have attempted to study the probable working out 
I have heretofore 
travelled over the American Pacific Coast to mark its work- 
ing, and with this simple object am now observing Asiatic 
countries. I will not fatigue you with political speaking, which 
would be out of place, but I may say two or three things without 
disloyalty to my own country, or to the Empire under which I 
stand, or unfriendly to any other nation. I would say btiefly this, 
that I do not undervalue missionary labours in China, but I look 
for the ptactical advancement of civilisation in China chiefly to 
commerce—commerce across the Pacific Ocean ; commerce by 
steam, across the American Continentand acrossthe Atlantic Ocean, 
Notwithstanding all the doubts I see and hear expressed, I re 
that commerce as now firmly established and secure. No foothold 
it has gained caneverbe lost. Itis continuous. Itis guaranteed by. 
the necessities of both continents, and by the enlightened policy of 
all Western nations. Say what they may, the whole world cannot 
revent this commercé from regenerating China and Japan. There 
18 no measure to its expansion and enlargement, because a trade 
that is firmly established must be destined to great increase. The 
free emigration of Chinese to the American and other foreign 
continents is the essential element of that trade and com- 
merce. Chinese emigration to the American continent will 
tend to increase the strength and wealth of all Western na- 
tions, while at the same time the removal of the lus 
population of China will tend much to take away the obstructions 
which now impede the introduction into China of Art, Science, 
Morality, Religion. No one wants permission in Ohina to make 
or sell any fabric that can be produced cheaper here, and the 
making of which is necessary for the support of the Chinese 
eople. This seems to be laid down in the policy of the United 
Btates, which it has been attempted to maintain on this founda- 
tion. It has one thing of its own—the practice of equal and 
exact justice towards China and the Chinese. When that shall 
have been complete, and we are able-to show ourselves willing to 
render justice, it will be in our right to make increased demands 
for an extension of commercial facilities, the railroad, the tele- 
graph, a free press—all may be attained by foreign nations 
who are just to Uhina, and who leave mankind to decide. It is 
said that progress here seems slow ; but I always find that events 
poate faster than we can keep up with them. I have just come 

m Japan, and say with confidence that the state of affairs in 
China to-day is not one whit more discouraging that it seemed 
to be in Japan eight years ago, and nobody now distrusts Japan. 

Mr. Seward concluded by expressing his heartfelt acknow- 
ledgments of the kindness which he received in Hong Kong 
and Canton, and his hope that he might have a share in the re- 
generation of China. 

The Daily Press has the oe — 

Attention has been recently called bya case which has come 
‘before the notice of the Police Court in Hong Kong, to the old 
grievance of the irregularities of Compradores. The facts of the . 
case in question were extremely simple. The Compradore was 
entrusted by his employers with the duty of eteonne sales of 
goods, and was also allowed to deliver them to the purchasers and 
to receive the money. Availing himself of his position, he re- 
ported fictitions sales, and under pretence of delivering the goods 
to the purchasers he took them to a bank and obtained advances 
upon them, and afterwards lost the money so obtained—the sum 
total being something like $16,000. Upon the affair being dis- 
covered he coolly suggested to his employers that he would make 
the matter right by purchasing other goods on credit. 

The last of the unfortunate loss of the ship Dunmaii, in Hon 
Kong harbour, has to be noted in the offer by auction, on the 6t 
inst., of the wreck, which was bought in on account of the under- 
writers for $550. . 

The discovery of a taxing-office in Hong Kong, at which 
squeezes have for a long time been levied upon the salt junks in 
the colony, has suggested the question whether the same thing 
is not going on in other directions in the colony with respect to 
cargo of much more immediate importance to the foreign mer- 
chants than salt, which is an article only of native trade. 

The following items are from the China Mail, which remarks 
that nothing of any interest has transpired. 

An important announcement appears in the Government @a- 
eette, to the effect that “ the gaming-house licenses will be put up 
to auction, in lieu of the drawing of lots, at two p.m. on the 12t: 
Jan., at the Government Offices.” The conditions are also given. 
They include a deposit of $10,000 previous to bidding; none but 
Chinese, and no one in Government employ, can bid ; upset price 
is fixed at $13,000 per month, or $159,600 per year; and the suc- 
cessful bidder is bound to carry on the business under the regula- 
tions of the Governor. 

Mr. Moorsom, our energetic surveyor-general, has to be con- 
gratulated. He has inaugurated the new year with one or two 
substantial improvements on our highways, and the amelioration 
of our roadways seems still to progress at a satisfactory pace. In 
addition to this the weight of the repairs to the Court House and 
the attendant stone-cutting nuisance is also being removed from 
his mind, and generally things architectural look pleasant, if we 
except the Pokfolum Reservoir, which we have not visited for 
some time It is not unworthy of notice, besides the above 
features, that labourers are now engaged, under Mr, Moorsom’s 
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supervision, in digging for the bad smell at the Club corner. Pos- 
sibly if the harbour mouth of that pestiferous drain (which has 
been choked for the last three years) were cleared, things would 
smell sweeter. . 

His Lordship the Chief Justice sat in Bankruptcy on the 4th, 
when Wm. Schmidt, bankrupt, was again brought up,on a motion 
for discharge. The discharge having been granted, and there 
being no other business, the Court rose. — :

HONG KONG AND WHAMPOA DOCK MERTING. 

An extraordinary general meeting of shareholders in this Com- 
pany was held on the 5th inst., at the office of the Company, for 
the purpose of taking into consideration the advisability of closing 
one of the Company’s establishments. Present:—Hon. J. Whittall, 
chairman ; Messrs. Helland, Heaton, Sassoon, Pyke, Joost, Bell, 
Overbury, Landstein, W. M. Morgan, Lapraik, Hart, Burrows, 
Crichton, Foster, Spratt, Deacon, Nicaise, Buxey, Crawford, 
Pestonjee, Ryrie, Sherwood, Tata, Arthur, Mellish, Coxon, Hitch - 
cock, Beyer, Middleton and Park. 

The Chairman said that during the last six months, estimating 
the present month, the receipts had been $215,000, against 
291,600 during the previous six mouths, while there had been a 
nett gain of only $25,000, against $59,000. For the twelve months 
the nett profits had been barely $85,000, against a capital of 
$1,000,000 and the loan amounting to $400,000. The question 
then arose, what should they do? They did not see their way to 
reducing the expenditure if all the establishments were kept open. 
The future looked so cheerless that the directors had thought it 
was their duty to come before the shareholders to decide what 
was to be done. In this difficulty they had determined 
to submit the haere of closing one of the establishments, 
in hopes that all the business now done by three might be 
done by two, and the expenses of the other saved. But, 
even by doing this they could not effect a saving of more than 
$1,000 a month, and as each of the docks had given a small share 
of the profits, the step might involve a loss instead of a gain to 
the company. The Whampoa Dock showed the worst result as to 

ross receipts, namely 35,000, against $9,000 at Aberdeen, and 

15,500 at Kowloong. But it showed, on the other hand, a larger 
gain than at Kowloong, and much larger than the Aberdeen one. 

The motion that the Aberdeen Dock should; be temporarily 
closed was carried by 19 against 3.

SAIGON.

Advices from the neighbouring districts describe them as being 
generally undisturbed ; but on Christmas-eve a party of rebels, 
four hundred strong, took advantage of the absence of the militia 
to attack the station of Cay-lai, where they burned some houses 
and killed one man. On the return of the militia the rebels were 
driven off.

BANGKOK. 

We learn from the Siam Weekly Advertiser that his Excellen 
the Italian Ambassador has put himself in communication wit 
his Excellency Chow Phya Bhanuwongse Maha Kosa Dhipati, 
the Minister for Foreign Affairs. He has had an audience 
with his Majesty the Supreme King of Siam, and one with his 
Majesty the Second King. The prospects are that the mis- 
sion will be successful in negotiating an acceptable treaty of 
friendship and commerce with Siam. The Italian Ambas- 
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sador and suite are now located in the brick building on 
the east side of the river, just below the Klong-padnng-krung- 
krasem canal, the usual residence of John Bush, Esq., Harbour- 
master and Master Attendant of the Port of Bangkok. The 
facilities that will be afforded for trade, through the Suez Canal, will 
doubtless bring to our port in future many vessels from the great 
commercial ports of Southern $Europe, and hereafter, Austria, 
Greece and Italy will have not only their representatives in Siam 
but a brisk and flourishing commerce with the country. 

The 62nd birthday of the P’usamret Rajakan P’endin, the most 
distinguished nobleman of Siam, occurred on the 24th Dec., and 
was celebrated with t display. Their Majesties the First and 
Second Kings, the ladies of both palaces, and some of the Foreign 
residents of Bangkok visited his Highness on the occasion. Most 
of the Siamese ships in port were gaily decorated with flags, and 
many places on both sides of the river were gaily illuminated for 
several successive evenings to honour him who is the head of the 
Senabawdi, and is popularly styled by the natives, the P’ra prasat, 
the P’usamret Rajakan P’endin, and by most of the foreigners, 
courteously, “his Grace the Regent.” 

The new mill at Lak’aunch’Pisee was expected to commence 
manufacturing sugar in January. 

On Christmas day an affray occurred on the British barque 
Lochnagar, when the chief mate was severely wounded by a stab 
in the abdomen.

STRAITS SETTLEMENTS.

SINGAPORE. 
Dates extend to the 18th January. On the 6th the P. and O. 
steamer Behar arrived with the London mail of Dec. 2. 


We learn from the Straits Times that his Excellency the Go- 
vernor still remained at Penang, but would leave there in a day 
or two for Malacca, making, we supppose, his farewell visits to the 
various settlements previous to his departure for home on leave 
of absence, which will be, we believe, in March next. The Criminal 
session continued until the 16th January. The session was one 
of the heaviest lately, though the cases were not of much general 
interest. The evidence in one of them, however, showed the in- 
efficient working of our Post-office with regard to the delivery of 
Chinese letters. 

The same paper says the telegraph cables between this and 
Madras, and also the Java cable, continue to work well. Reuter’s 
messages, however, do not come to hand very quickly, the latest 
date received being the 13th inst., which occupied four days in 
transmission. This is owing, we believe, to the wires working 
badly between India and England. 

Our contemporary appears to have arranged his differences 
with Mr. Reuter, and publlabes his telegrams as usual. 

The new steamer Pluto, having been docked and cleared, made 
a trip out to the Sultan shoal, round the Raffles light-house and 
back to Singapore, on which she attained fully ten knots per 
hour, so that there is no fault to find on the score of speed. 

Among the passengers to this port by the French mail steamer 
from Hong Kong was the Hon. Wy. H. Seward, ex-United States 
Secretary of State, who has visited Japan and China by the 
Pacific mail route, and has spent a few days here. Mr. Seward 
is advanced in years, and is travelling principally for the benefit 
of his health. The press in China entertain hopes of good results 
from his visit, though he does not now hold office, owing to the 
weight that will be attached to his opinion on questions affecting 
the policy to be adopted towards China. 

The British barque Clarendon, of Liverpool, 422 tons register, 
was wrecked on the 25th December by running on a rock near 
Soubie reef, in the China Sea. She was loaded with rice, and was 
on the voyage from Saigon to Hong Kong. The master and part 
of the crew reached Sarawak in the long-boat after fourteen days. 
The second officer and five men in the gig were lost sight of on 
the seventh day after the shipwreck, and, having no provisions, 
must have perished, unless picked up by some vessel. No court of 
inquiry into her loss has been held as yet. 

‘The arrivals from England via the Suez Canal have been the 
Priam on the 14th and the Oberon on the 16th Jan. The de- 
partures for home by the same route have been the Achilles on the 
10th and Great Northern on the 14th.

Yoxouama.—The demand for Grey Shirtings reported in our last 

had continued, but owing to the arrival of consideruble supplies, and the 
number of willing sellers, prices had slightly receded. Cotton Yarn re-- 
mained neglected and consequently weak in value. Black Velvets and Tur 
key Reds were in some little request, but no other description of Cotton 
Goods call for remark; whilst Woollen and Worsteds of almost every 
kind were utterly unsaleable. Quotations: GE Grey Shirtings, 7lbs., 
$2.22 to 2.25 per picce ; 8-4 to 8 Ibs., $2.75 to 2.78 ; 0 Ibs., $3.25 ; Turkey 
Red, $2.50 to 2.70; Velvets, Black, $6.50 to 8 25; Cotton Yarn, No. 
16 to 24, $38.50 to 39.50 per picul ; No. 28 to 32, $40.50 to 41.00 per 
picul, No. 38 to 42, $41.00 to 41.50 per picul. 

- Hanxow.—Transactions had been on a limited scale, owing to the 
anxiety of holders to clear off their stocks before the Chinese New Year, 
and to the dealers being unwilling to buy at gradually declining rates. 
Grey Shirtings: 7 lbs. pressed on the market, at a decline on last mail’s 
closing rates of five candareens ; quoted at Tis. 1.72 to 1.75 per piece. 
84 Ibs. had been forced down as’ low as Tis. 2.15 for best chops, but 
owing to more favourable advices from Shanghai, an advance had been 
obtained up to Tis. 2.18; very little inquiry for heavy weights. White 
Shirtings in limited request. T-Cloths: Few small sales at a decline, 
but stocks not being excessive, holders were not pressing their goods on 
the market. Drills: Owing to large arrivals and the closing of the sca- 
son, prices had been weak. English worth Tis. 2.85 to 3.02; Dutch, 
Tis. 2.82 to 2.97 per piece. Woollens and Worsteds quiet, at former 
quotations. 

SHanGHAt.—Inactivity was still the prevailing characteristic of the 
market. The business in manufactured goods since the departure of last 
mail had not been large, still enough had been done in the chief staples 
to establish quotations which differed but little from those last given. 
Grey Shirtings: The firmness of holders had established a slight ad- 
vance in the value of 7 lb. fabrics. That weight had commanded most 
attention ; but 8} lb. had also changed hands in small lots at last quota- 
tions, viz., Tls. 2.1.0 to 2.1.5 per piece for fair ordinary to best chops. 
Sales had transpired at lower rates, but under exceptional circumstances, 
and could hardly be taken as an index of the state of the trade. 
T-Cloths: The value had been fairly maintained. The transactions 
reported showed rather an irregular market ; but, on the whole, holders 
were dispoced to await the active resumption of business rather than 
give way further to buyers. In the market for other Cotton Goods 
there had been no change. Woollens: Considerable settlements of Crape 
Lastings at Tls.

The market for Spanish Stripes, medium and other Woollen 
Cloths were dull, with prices weak and drooping. Coals: Market quieter. 
Cardiff: Sales made from godown at Tls. 10.10 per ton. English and 
American: No arrivals or transactions. Metals.—Lead : No sales worthy 
of note. One small lot of L. B. changed hands at Tls.4.48. 

Hone Kone.—The tone of the market had been one of uniform de- 
pression, and prices, in many instances, showed a decline upon the low 
rates previously ruling. Cotton Yarn: Market very dull, stocks uccu- 
mulating; demand almost nil, and confined only to very best spinnings. 
Grey Shirtings: A few sales made at quotations, but importers generally 
were not inclined to press business at current low values. White Shirt- 
ings: Low reeds in over supply and lower; some demand for 64 reed 
at quotations, and a few fine goods moved at previous rates.

TEA. 

Yoxoxama.—A large business hud been done in all grades from 
Common to Fine for the American market, resulting in the settlement 
of about 6,000 piculs. Native dealers having shown a little more wil- 
lingness to meet buyers, purchases had been made at slightly easier 
rates in some instances, but on the whole quotations were unchanged. 
Supplics continued to come forward on a fair scale, and stocks remained 
with little change. The G. T. Ray, Coulnakyle, Belted Will, Solent, 
732 tons, and Royal Minstrel, 447 tons, were loading for New York.

Yoxouama.—The market had been rather dull, settlements only 
amounting to about 100 bales ; quotations however remained unchanged, 
dealers being very firm in their demands. Settlements, hank sorts, 
60 bales; other sorts, 40 bules ; total, 100 bales; stocks, 3,200 bales. 

SHANGHAI.—The following is from Messrs. C. J. Skeggs and Co.’s 
Circular :—We have to report a very limited business for the fortnight ; 
just as the last mail was closing, about 290 bales were bought. Since 
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then dealers have been slightly easler, and many are showing signs of 
anxiety to quit their stocks before the China New Year. Some few 
buyers have taken advantage of this, and the result is about 300 bales 
having been settled at very irregular prices. The inferiority of the Silk 
now on the market is very marked, and in some instances well-known 
chops have been put into inferior qualities. The purchases consist of 
Blue Flag, chop 8, Tls. 530 to 535; Green Dragon chop, Tis. 500; 
Medium, No. 4 to 5 Tsatlee, Tls. 470 to 500; re-reeled Haineen, Tis. 
580 to 585 ; re-reeled Tsatlee, Tis. 560 to 580. 

CANTON.—The latest London advices, containing discouraging intelli- 
gence from Europe, had quite put a stop to business. Holders, never- 
theless were firm, and quotations were nominally the same as those last 
given. For America there was a steady demand, and high prices con- 
tinue to be paid for anything fine and clean. 


COCHIN CHINA PRODUCE. 


SArGon.—Messrs. Hale and Co. report as follows :—During /the 
month under review an active demand for Rice has continued on the part 
of the Chinese for shipment to China, where prices have been ruling 
high. The new grain is now commencing to arrive at market freely. 
About 100,000 piculs were contracted for by Europeans for shipment to 
China and Japan, at $1.50 to 1.524 per picul, and the last purchase (for 
Hong Kong) was at $1.56 per picul, f.o.b. The advices just to hand 
from China and Japan vary as regards the crops in those quarters, but 
prices there are sufficiently high to keep up the value here, and pre- 
vent shipments to Europe, the limits from whence are comparatively 
very low. The only exports to Europe during the month have been by 
three French vessels loaded home on owners’ account, viz. :—-December 
138, Hippocampe, to Belle Isle, 8,567 piculs ; 28, Admiral Gourbeyre, to 
Falmouth, 5,000 piculs; Pierre, to Belle Isle, 13,000 piculs. Inclusive 
of which, the total exports to Europe during last year is only 142,321 
piculs; the close proximity of the China and Japan markets having kept 
prices here too high for European orders, and which we fearwill again 
be the case this season. 





SIAM PRODUCE. 


BaNnGKoK.—Rice: Supplies of grain had;been very moderate, whilst 
on the other hand an active demand had prevailed for shipment to 
China, in consequence of which prices had gradually advanced, and the 
market is now very firm. Stocks of old garden-paddy were almost en- 
tirely exhausted, and supplies of new grain were still small, the paddy 
having been cut later than is usual. Field rice of the new croup would 
a not be on the market before the end of February. Quotations :

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THE TOUR OF MR. TROUP IN JAPAN. 

Mr. Troup’s report of his tour through the eastern parts of 
Nee-e-gata, and parts of the neighbouring provinces of Iwashiro 
and Uzen, last summer, has just been published in the form of a 
Blue-book. Mr. Troup appears to have been very well received 
both by the local authorities and the people, and the informa- 
tion he has collected shows the scene of his investigations to be 
very rich in minerals, as well as in silk, and other agricultural 
productions. , 

The following are the most important facts ascertained in the 
course of the tour :— 

The important copper mines of Kusagura, about seven miles 
from Tsugawa, have been brought into working order since the 
close of the civil war, but they are tly hindered by the collec- 
tion of water. At present none of the workings can be carried on 
at a level much lower than that of the lowest outer openings by 
reason of this difficulty. No pumps are employed, and the 
manager of the mines was ignorant of the principle of the 
syphon until informed of it by Mr: Troup. The ore ob- 
tained is of a very superior nature, what is termed by 
miners “solid ore.” All the process of crushing, washing, 
&c., are carried on by manual labour without the assist- 
ance of any other power, although there is a stream of water 
which might easily be turned to advantage close by. The metal 
as finally prepared in slabs is so impure that it has been offered 
for sale at Nee-e-gata to foreigners without inducing them to pur- 
chase. There are at present 200 persons employed in the mines ; 
but, notwithstanding the great richness of the ore and the pro- 
ductiveness of the mine, until improved means of working are in- 
troduced, not much profit is likely to attend the operations of this 
most important of the Aidzu copper mines. 

On the side of the ridge, on the other side of the arm from 
the copper-mine, a seam of coal of good quality, but as yet un- 
worked, crops out on the surface. is found in another 
locality, a little over a mile from Tsugawa, and there is a smaller 
copper-mine in the same neighbourhood. 

e silver mine of Shimo-Nojiri, has not been worked since the 
civil war, but it is intended to resume working at an early date. 
Mr. Troup was shown a specimen of its silver ore. 

Large numbers of emigrants were observed by Mr. Troup at 
this place. These people were the last of the Aidzu clan, who 
were leaving their country to be shipped to the territories granted 
them in the far north. All appeared to have been allowed to re- 
tain fire-arms, as well as swords. 

There are some remains of a former gold working in the range 
of hills between the plain of Wakamatou and the lake of Mas- 
washiro, but not evidences of any great productiveness. 

There are several sulphur springs issuing from different places 
on the sides of the mountain stream at Numajiri. One of these 
is a stream of hot sulphur water two or three yards wide. The 
herbage of the adjacent pastures is very rich. 

At Oshiwo the manufacture of salt is carried on from two salt 
springs of tepid water. This salt is almost as white as English 
table salt. In all these valleys the silk culture is carried on. 
The manufacture of wooden utensils is also conducted near Oshiwo. 

The town of Yonezawa is large, but not well built, and the in- 
habitants do not seem so well to do as those of the country vil- 


lages, which, where the silk culture is the staple occupation of 
the people, appear very prosperous and comfortable. Yonezawa 
seed 


aving obtained some reputation for superiority, cocoons al- 
ready formed are brought from Soshiu to Koide, to be hatched 
and lay their eggs there, and these eggs will thus come into the 
market as Yonezawa seed. Empty cards, prepared for this fraud 
by the impression of the Yonezawa stamp, were shown to Mr. 
Troup. The machine for reeling the cocoons is very rude. 

Altogether Mr. Troup and his party were absent on this in- 
teresting journey sixteen days from Nee-e-gata, and travelled a 
distance of probably over 290 miles. 


THE CEYLON RAILWAYS. 

Our latest excitement has been the discussion of the proposed 
railway extension to Nawalapittya, the point of approach to the 
new planting districts of Dimboola and Dickove, as well as to the 
older districts of Kotmalie, Ambefamma, Yacdessa, and Dourba- 
gie. In opening the present session of the Legislative Council, 
the Governor ss iteaied the hope that he would be able in this 
session to propose a vote for the extension of the present railway 
to Nawalapittya or its neighbourhood, and thought that future 
railways should be on the narrow gauge principle, which was bet- 
ter adapted to our mountain country than that on which the line 
from Colombo to Kandy was constructed, viz., 5 feet 6 inches, 
whereas a three-feet-six line would compass all the traffic that would 
be provided by the districts to be tapped by the proposed extension. 
Meantimadhe could say nothing definite till the line was surveyed, 
which would not be long, the distance being only seventeen miles, 
And the report of tbe engineer, Mr. Sharp, was in favour of the 
line being carried out on the present gauge to Newalapittya. He 
considered that by adopting the narrow gauge there would only 
be a saving of £24,000, while there were carriages and rolling 
stock sufficient for double the traffic on the present line. There 
would, therefore, be the saving of an entire set of new rolling 
stock. The workshops at Colombo would accommodate the whole 
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when requiring repairs. There would be a saving of about 
£1,400 a year in loading and unloading at the point where break 
of gauge occurred, while other advantages, which he pointed out 
in continuing the present gauge would be more than commensu- 
rate with the difference in cost of construction. The Governor 
also calculated the traffic that would be carried on the extended 
line at enough to pay 84 per cent. interest on the whole outlay, 
estimated at £250,000, and showed that £100,000 of this amount 
was already in hand, and that £150,000 more could be borrowed 
in the colony. ‘Thus advised, scientifically and financially, his 
Excellency laid his scheme of broad gauge continuation to Na- 
walapittya before the Legislative Council, telling them at the same 
time that if it met their approval the work could be immediately 
begun, while if opposed he would not take the responsibility of 
initiating any other line or gauge without a reference home. 
Mr. Harrison, M.L.C., the head of the firm of Keir, Dundas, and 
Co., who is algo an engineer, opposed in his place in Council the 
Government plan of broad gauge, asserting that for double the 
money a line on the narrow gauge could be carried forty-four 
miles, and into the centre of the districts which the Nawalapittya 
line would only tap. He found only one supporter, however, and 
in the vote he was opposed by 13 to2. Mr. Harrison still per- 
sisted in his opposition, and laid on the Council table a number of 
valuable statistics and calculationsin support of his position. He was 
joined by Mr. Mercer, also an engineer, and anager of the Ceylon 
Company, in his narrow gauge project, and these gentlemen placed 
before the Chamber of Commerce a memorandum recommending 
that the line should not go beyond Gampola on the present gauge, 
nor be continued till surveys of other routes be made. This reso- 
lution was carried in a Chamber of eight ; but a protest against 
this being considered the opinion of the Chamber was signed by 
ten members, who supported the Governor’s scheme of broad gauge 
to Nawalapittya. Meantime the planters in Dimboola, Dickoya, 
and the other districts whose roads converge in Nawalapittya, me- 
morialised the Governor to the effect that they did not want 
a line into the heart of their districts—that they doubted its 
being practicable, or that it would pay if practicable—and 
that their requirements would be sufficiently met by the Governor's 
proposed line to Nawalapitya. At this point of the discussion 
the ranks of the opposition were joined by Mr. George Wall, also 
an engineer and head of the firm of George Wall and Co., who 
represent a great number of coffee properties. This gentleman 
called a meeting, which was numerously attended, but, after an 
animated discussion, the resolution he proposed, which recom- 
mended an official inquiry into the question, was negatived by 182 
votcs against 36, and the following amendment, moved by Mr. A, 
Brown, was carried :—“ That, in the opinion of this meeting, the 
railway should be continued to Nawalapittya without break of 
gauge.” This was received with great.applause, which was re- 
peated several times during his speech. . Mr. Brown described Mr. 
Vall’s resolution as a plea for delay—a shelving of the question 
—and showed how, during the construction of our first railway, 
we had listened to timid counsels and stopped the} work, which 
was not recommenced for five years. He showed that during that 
time a million sterling had been lost to the island, warned the 
meeting against a repetition of that barren waste of time, and 
showed that the people of the districts most interested would be 
satisfied with the railway to} Nawalapittya at £250,000, while 
their friends would force upon them a doubtful possibility of a 
line at £500,000 to a point which he believed it could never 
reacn.

Foreign Intelligence.

HOLLAND. 
(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 

Rorrerpaw, Feb. 14. 
The new Minister of the Colonial Department has given his first sign 
of political life in an address to the Chambers of Commerce upon the 
revision of the Java Customs tariff, which shows that he holds to Liberal 
principles. We know that Mr. van Bosse is a positive free-trader, and 
he says in this circular that his intention is to maintain the lowest import 
duties’ now levied, and to double the duty on spirits exported to Java, 
the duty now heing f.20 per hectolitre. ‘That, further, the differential 
duties will be abolished, which is, according to his—certainly very cor- 
rect—opinion, highly necessary; their maintenance to the prejudice of 
the natives cannot be defended, and it is more than time that they should 
be abolished, because no other State levies them iu their colonies. The 
Minister has a project to establish an export duty of 3 per cent.—say 
50c. on the pical of sugar, and f.1 on the picul of coffee. The export 
of rice will be free. He hopes to receive suggestions for uny altera- 
tions and improvements in the new tariff which the Chambers might 
thiuk desirable, but his leading principles he will maintain. He wishes 
to know whether it would not be desirable tu levy the duties, not ac- 
cording to value, but according to weight or measure, and to be espe- 
cially informed whether it would be objectionable if ciuties were levied 
upon cotton manofactures and yarns according to weight, he being of 
opinion that this would be the best course. The Chambers are asked for 
& prompt answer, because the new tariff, which will come into force on 
the Ist of January, 1872, must be voted this session. This circular was 
only published yesterday, so that the pupers have not yet had time to give 
an opinion absut it. Without doubt the Liberal papers will support it 

as loudly and as eurnestly as the Conservative journals will condemn. 
I hear with the greatest satisfaction that all the creditors of the im- 
portant ironworks of Messrs. Paul van Vlissingen and Dudok van Heel, 
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| who stopped payment some months ago, have agreed to the proposal for 
a settlement. New managers will be appointed, and the business will 
goon. It is also rumoured that the demand for surséance made by the 
“Oost Indische Maatschappy van Lyfrenten” will be granted by the 
High Council. Of the thirty persons interested only two voted against 
the demand. One of the principal shareholders, Mr. Rueb, died some 
days ago, 

The Minister of the Department of Justice has issued a circular in. 
structing judicial corporations to make imprisonment before triu] as 
short as possible, I hope that this will induce the Minister of the Co- 
lonial Department to follow the example in Java. The facts published 
by the Java Bode about Chinese who have remained upwards of a year 
in confinement without being tried are scandalous illustrations of our 
bad system. 

The small-pox is committing fearful ravages throughout the whole 
country, and the general anxiety is augmented by the dangerous state . 
of the dykes in some parts from the great accumulation of ice in the 
rivers. Attempts to destroy the ice-dams by means of torpedoes have 
only been partially successful ; and if the water continues rising—a 
thaw having set in—a good many places along the river banks will 
be threatened by dangerous inundations. Active measures are being 
taken by the local and Government authorities for the preservation 
- eo property. Bois-le-Duc is partially, but not dangerously, 

ooded.

The Chamber of Commerce of Twenthe have held a meeting to 
discuss the message of the Minister of the Colonial Department re- 
specting the revision of the East India tariff. There was much con- 
troveray between the free-traders and the protectionists, but all agreed 
that the import duty of 10 per cent. on cotton goods, which the Minis- 
ter wished to maintain, was too high, and that 5 per cent. should be © 
regarded as a maximum, whether the differential duties on foreign 
manufactures be maintained or otherwise.

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TEA IN CALIFORNIA.—LOSS OF THE “ONEIDA.” 

With reference to tea culture in California, a Bill was brought into 
the House of Representatives on the 31st ult., to authorise Mr. J. H. 
Schnell, of California, to enter, at the proper United States Land Office, 
six hundred and forty acres of lund, at the minimum price, according 
to the lines of his improvements, tea gardens and other culture, and to 
which there may not be any adverse claim except that of the United 
States. Mr. Sargent, who introduced the Bill, explained that Mr. 
Schnell was making a snecessfui experiment in cstablishing a colony of 
Japanese and in cultivating tea, raising silkworms, &c., and wanted 
more land than he could enter under the pre-emption laws, one hundred 
and sixty acres. The Bill was passed. On the sane day a Bill was re- 
ported from the Committce of Ways and Means, authorising the Se. 
cretary of the Navy, after consultation with the Attorney General, to 
institute proceedings at law or otherwise to obtain full damages and in- 
demnification for the destruction and loss of the sloop-of-war Oneida 
in the Bay of Jeddo, Japan, in January, 1870, by collision with the 
steamship Bombay. ‘This Bill was also passed.

ROAD STEAMERS FOR CHINA. 

As there seems little or no prospest of introducing rail- 
ways into China for some time to come, the suggestion is 
gaining ground that THomson’s locomotives for traffic on 
ordinary roads would prove an efficient and profitable sub- 
stitute.

“at first over the thirty odd miles between Taku and Tientsin, 
“ for the carriage of goods and passengers between these two 
“ places at moderate rates, the speculation would in all proba- 
“bility not only pay, but it might be productive of important 
“ulterior results.” In this opinion we cordially coincide. 
Not only would the road steamer be available on the level 
lands, but from what has been reported of its operations in 
Java and India, it is peculiarly adapted for steep ascents 
where railway traffic could only be established at heavy cost. 
Already the Indian Government have tested the advantages 
and economy of this new mode of traffic, and have ordered 
four large engines for a hilly district where it would not 
pay to lay down even tramways. Such a district is that 
between Tientsin and the Chaitang coal minea, which we 
infer Mr. Consul Monaan had in view when he alluded 
to “important ulterior results,” that might accrue from 
the introduction of a road engine on the plain of Taku. 
But what about the Meng-shuey objections by the natives ? 
Will this superstition apply to road steamers, as it is said by 
the authorities to do against the introduction of railways and 
telegraphs? On this head Mr. Moncan makes no remark ; 
from which we infer that he thinks no objection would be 
made to a land steamer, as none bas been brought against 
steamers plying on China waters. The mysterious /eng- 
shuey superstition, it would appear, applies to innovations in 
Jized and not moving objects, and there is every reason to 
conclude that the first enterprising foreigner who introduces 
a road steamer, with a train of: waggons and omnibuses for 
goods and passenger traffic along one of the leading thorough- 
fares in China, will in the end find it a remunerative specu- 
lation, and in all probability open up the way to the con- 
struction of railways in China. 

















AMERICAN VIEWS ON OUR CHINA POLICY. 

To all the American writers whose works we ever read 
belongs the honourable distinction of being either enlight- 
ened and ardent philanthropists, or persons animated by 
warm and enthusiastic national feeling. Differ as they may 
in views and in talents, they are united in one common 
object, the honour and welfare of their country. This 
praise—and it is neither slight nor meant to be slight— 
we can fairly extend to Mr. Ross Browne, the ex-Minister of 
the United States in Peking, whose recent literary produc- 
tions (noticed in another column) are sufficiently copious to 
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give him a title to be enrolled among American “ authors,” 
and, we might add, sufficiently effusive to gain him a 
high place among sensational writers of every nationality. 
As we have stated in our notice of the contributions with 
which Mr. Browne has just enriched the San Francisco 
press, we fully agree with the conclusions at which he ar- 
rives in regard to the vexed question of our attitude towards 
China. Our only regret is that a gentleman who has so clear 

a faculty of perception should have forgotten the im- 
portance and gravity of his subject so far as to press 
into the cause of right and justice what Lord BrovucHam 
called “the degrading accomplishment of sarcasm.” There 

is this essential difference between Mr. Browne and 
ourselves—and we may rank on our side the mercantile 
communities of China generally—that, while we have always 
endeavoured to skilfully apply those lenitives and balsams 
which may best promote the healing of an old sore, he, 
thongh from motives that are above suspicion, seems to have 
tried to employ all the alkalis and corrosives in his verbal dis- 
pensary, as if to exasperate the national raw. If the calm, 

thoughtful, and firm counsels of those most experienced in 

Chinese affairs—of which we have always endeavoured to be 
the exponents—had been acted upon by our Government, in 
how different a condition might British interests in China 
now have been found! It is not, however, from comments 
like Mr. Browye's that the cause of progress in the Far 
East is likely to derive assistance. In fact, the very tone of 
his arguments is enough to create a prejudice against them ; 
and the taste of his compositions is so questionable that we 

feel sure our friends in China will repudiate advocacy offered 
in such a spirit, and couched in such terms. But of this 
our readers have now the opportunity of judging for them- 
selves from the extracts in the present number. Besides 
the production from which these quotations are made, Mr. 

Browne has contributed a paper on “ The Chinese Embassy 
to the West” to the Overland Monthly, which our limits 
compel us to postpone noticing till next week. 








We have received details of the destruction by fire 
of the British Consulate at Shanghai. This calamity is so 
serious ia itself, involving as it does the destruction of 
the archives, and many other interesting documents, and 
occurring under such peculiar circumstances, that it excited 
great attention here. We much tegret to find the reports 
in the local journals written in a style of levity quite ont of 
keeping with the ‘importance of the event. If residents in 
the Far East would have their interests regarded as matters 
of importance at home, they should at least appear to treat 
occurrences like the present as worthy of serious reflection. 


Our Dutch correspondent informs us that an important 
circular has been issued from the Colonial Department to the 
Chambers of Commerce in Holland, promising the abolition 
of differential duties as soon as the new East India tariff 
shall be voted by the Chambers, and requesting information 
concerning the best means of levying the new duties—by 
weight or measurement, or ad wrlorem. The new tariff will 
place our Manchester manufacturers ou an equal footing with 
the Dutch as soon as it is carried, which, our correspondent 
says, there is no reason to doubt. 





WE understand that Mr. ArtHur Brrca, of the Colonial 
office, will shortly proceed to Penang to relieve Colonel 
Ayson, who will act as Governor of the Straits Settlements 
in the absence of Sir Harry Orp, expected home on Jeave. 


ROSS BROWNE ON CHINA. 

Under the general heading of “Incidents of a Diplomatic 
Career in China,” Mr. J. Ross Browne, late United States Minister 
at Peking, has contributed a series of articles, of which the first 
half-dozen are before us, toa San Francisco paper. Making allow- 
ance for the sensational element apparently required of all trans- 
atlantic newspaper critics, exciting cross lines, and an under-cur- 
rent of egotism so strong that it seems never to have been in 
danger of being extinguished even under the greatest official dis- 
couragement, it cannot be denied that these papers exhibit a cer- 
tain shrewdness, which might, we think, have been turned to much 
better and more practical purpose, than discussing so grave and 
important a question in so flippant a tone. Even where we most. 
agree with Mr. Browne’s inferences, we shrink from the style and. 
manner of his argument, and cannot disguise the feeling that 
much of what he has said will go to strengthen the prejudices of 
the opponents of sober and steady-going progress. Indeed, Mr. 
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Browne’s facts are so overlaid with suggestive imagery, ridicule,and 
other extraneous matter, that we are scarcely surprised to learn, 
from his own account, that his reports have been entirely ignored 
by his Government. ‘“ After having furnished them with all the 
essential facts which I deemed it necessary for them to know,” 
Mr. Browne tells us: ‘‘I will do the President and the Secretary 
of State the justice to say that I have never to this day disco- 
vered the slightest evidence that either of them has ever read a 
single line of my correspondence or that of anybody else on the 
subject of China. I believe the President has a vague idea that 
there is an Empire somewhere called China, but I have grave 
doubts whether Mr. Fish has gone so deeply into the study of 
geography. Ignorance is the only plea that I think would justify 
their course on the Chinese qe 

So far as our space will allow us. we will give Mr. Browne the 
i danny ed of speaking for himself, selecting a few extracts from 
the most important parts of his work, and leaving our readers to 
form their own judgment of its bearing. We entirely agree with 
the following remarks on the effects of the so-called policy of 
conciliation :— 

Not long since it was authoritatively announced that our Govern- 
ment was «letermined to give a fair trial to the policy of conciliation. 
The new Treaty was to be the basis. If the Government would give 
gome attention to the subject so as to understand what. it was doing, it 
would discover that the policy of conciliation, a3 applied to semi-bar- 
barian races, is a war policy. It has been tried for nearly ten years in 
China, and has finally produced the following results—bitter hostility 
on the part of the official classes, practical nullification of every im- 
portant treaty right that had been secured, and personal outrages and 
assaults on foreigners. 

This is Mr. Browne’s account of the causes of his mission coming 
to an end :— 

WHY SUPERSEDED. 

Because I scorned to sustain a policy so imbecile and so degrading ; 
because I eould not see progress in retrogression and barbarism ; be- 
cause foreign merchants and missionaries, without distinction of na- 
tionality, recognising the sincerity of my cffurts to better their condi- 
tion, rose up in generous enthusiasm and gave me their unanimous 
support ; because self-respect forbid me to misrepresent the facts in 
order that I migbt make favour with the authorities in Washington, it 
became necessa ~ ~9 seud a Minister to Peking who could see and be- 
lieve in accordance with the dictates of the President and the Secretary 
of State, under the guidance of the Chinese Embassy. 

I trust the legitimate fruits of the course pursued will be found satis- 
factory. The late massacre at Tientsin will undoubtedly be followed by 
others equally atrocious, Would it not be well to instruct our Minister 
not to join with the French or British representatives at Peking in asking 
for satisfaction or demanding guarantees for the future? What satis- 
faction do we want? None of our citizens were killed, and what gua- 
rantees do we need when we are guaranteed the friendship of the 
Chinese nation ? 

We have nothing to complain of in all this except the tone of 
levity and sarcasm which seems to us ill-suited to the subject. 
Again :— 

A LITTLE COMMON SENSE WANTED. 

Can we never have any intelligent discussion of this question? Is 
the press to be for ever filled with puerile and senseless quibbles and 
silly personalities? Is the destiny of three hundred millions of human 
beings so small a matter that a reasonable share of thought and common 
sense cannot be devoted to the consideration of the subject ? 

Mr. Wade, the British Charge d’Affaires, who had been absent for 
three years in England, recently announced, on his return to China, 
that wonderful progress had been made by that Empire under the 
stimulus of the new policy: ‘ She has already established Foreign 
Affairs.’ John Phoenix held down the fighting editor at San Diego by 
inserting his nose between the teeth of his furious antagonist. The 
Foreign Affairs of China are like the ornament which some of us ac- 
casionally establish on our houses—far better than the cupula buiit by 
the other boy’s father—a beautiful and imposing mortgage. 


ANOTHER INFLUENCE, 

not less potential, was at work in Consular service. It was important 
that every officer of the Government in China should understand the 
peculiar sort of facts and exact complexion of the views required of him. 
Mr. George F. Seward, U. 3. Consu] General! at Shanghai, a gentleman 
of ability and experience, devoted himself with great zeal to the 
elucidation of American policy in China. There were many reasons, 
in addition to a natural love ofjustice, why Mr. Seward should espouse 
the cause of the Chincse Embassy to the West. First, he was pro- 
mised the influence of the Embassy to procure him the appointment 
of Minister to China. A similar promise had been made to Dr. 
Williams ; 80 that each of these gentlemen had reason to entertain san- 
guine hopes of preferment in case his views on the China question 
shonld faithfully sustain the cause of civilisation, as represented by the 
agents of the Chinese Government. After the reception in Washing- 
ton, it could not be doubted that this was the only safe course for an 
American representative in China. 

Mr. President Johusou very naturally manifested his respect for the 
diplomatic sagacity of the Secretary of State (Mr. Seward) by adopting 
that gentleman’s views on the Chinese question. 


MR. PRESIDENT GRANT 
determined, at all hazards, to make the new policy a success. He de- 
termined to do it in defiance of the protests of nearly every American 
citizen in China. It was represented that the merchants were preju- 
diced by sclf-interest ; that they were seeking their own selfish ends, 
regardless of the rights of China; that they were advocates of the 
throat-policy ; that they were unscrupulous and mercenary. It was 
urged that the missionaries were interested in making converts; that 


they were constantly creating trouble; that they were even more daring, | 
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and quite as unscrupulous, as the merchants. These thinga, I say” 
were represented publicly and privately by foreign employes of the 
Chinese Government, and reiterated by the press of the United States. 


HOW IT OPERATED. 

Undoubtedly the policy is a success. It has produced its legitimate 
results. It has done precisely what J notified the Department of State 
it was doing, soon aftcr my arrival in Peking—it has nullified nearly 
every advantage gained by the Treaty of Tientsin in 1858; it has made 
the foreign Powers contemptible in the eyes of the Chinese ; it has cul- 
minated in the recent massacre of Christians at Tientsin, aud the gather- 
ing of the foreign squadrons in anticipation of war; this is- precisely 
what has been done “ through the agency of a more enlizhtened policy 
than has hitherto been pursued towards China.” “ The blazing day of 
international millennium” has nearly reached its meridian, and the 
emissaries of Christianity in Pagan nations have reason to be grateful 
to those ardent champions of international justice who have made thu 
new policy a success. 

But why, after such a flourish of the trumpets about the cheering 
effects of.‘‘a more enlightened policy,” does the President perpetrate 
such

as that contained in his last message? If the world is about to com- 

mence ‘‘ largely increased relations with that populous and hitherto ex- 

clusive nation,” low way it that a ‘‘ massacre of French and Prussian 

residents at Tientsin” was “perpetrated under circum-tances of great 

barbarity,” and that the evidence “shows a complicity between the local 

authorities and the mob?” How was it that the news of the war in 

Europe had inspired the popular mind with the hope of being now 

enabled to “expel all foreigners and restore Mandarin influence?” 

Why should a friendly people, under the inspiration of an enlightened 

policy, ‘‘ initiated by the United States,” commence ‘largely increased 

relations” by committing horrible atrocities upon foreigners, killing 

French, Prussians, Russians, and English ; cutting women and children - 
to pieces, mutilating their bodies, and casting the unfortunate victims 

of their friendship into ditches and canals? What possible necessity 

can the President have, under the inspiration of the new pulicy of con- 

ciliation, for inviting ‘‘ France and North Germany to make an autho-— 
rised suspeneion of hostilities in the East,” and to “ act together for the 

future protection in China of the lives and property of Americans and Eu- 

ropears ?” What do Americans and Europeans want with protection in 

@ country where, “through the agency of a more enlightened policy 

than has hitherto been pursucd, the world is about to commence largely 

increased relations. Is this showing “good faith on the part of the 
United States?” Is this making tho new policy of conciliation a 

success ? 

All this has been often said, and better said, before. 
something more original :— 

FOREIGN MERCHANTS IN CHINA. 

Doubtless there is sufficient foundation for the charges made against 
foreign merchants in China—that they are devoted to their own in- 
terests and not over scrupulous about the consequences of their 
acts; doubtless the dissemination by Christian missionaries of doctrines 
antagonistical to Paganism bas a tendency to overthrow the political 
institutions of the country. 

But practically such charges as these amount to little more than a 
general assertion that there is vice in the world, that the best of us are 
not exempt from it, and that Christianity is not Paganism. Foreign 
merchants in China are no worse than merchants anywhere else, and 
quite as good as politicians, lawyers, doctors, or any other class, either 
in the United States or Europe. J am sure I would trust any one of 
them with my reputation or my fortune, small as either may be, as 
soon as [ would a Cabinet Minister, a Senator, or member of Congress 
in Washington, or even a broker or a newspaper editor in New York 
or San Francisco. So far as my knowledge of them goes, they are an 
enterprising and intelligent class of men; fair and honourable in their 
deulings, and quite as sincere in their devotion to human progress and 
the elevation of the human race as the philosophers and humanitarians 
who are now making such a bother about human rights—as if every 
race upon earth had rights except the American people. 

We do not know how our friends in the Far East will relish the 
singular encomium which Mr. Browne has thus passed upon them ; 
but we think this last extract will give usa good excuse for dis- 
missing, without further quotation, a hasty furrago, which, if any 
illdisposed person had produced it, might have fallen flat; but 
which, coming froma man who has filled the high position of 
Mr. Ross Browne, is certain to do as much injury to the cause of 
enlightenment and progress in China as it was possible for the 
most presuming and mistaken of its “ friends” to inflict.

THE SHANGHAI CONSULATE. 
(GLOBE.) 

The destruction by fire of the British Consulate at Shanghai was 
the second great misfortune which has happened to the property of 
the Foreign-office within a few months, the other being the destruction 
of the Embassy at Pera Jast June. With respect to the more recent 
loss, the firat thing that will strike every one who reads this narrative 
will be the absence from the scenes of both water and fire engines until 
the conflagration had gained such sway as to be inextinguishable ; and 
doubtless wonder will be felt that there should be any difficulty in ob- 
taining the first at a shipping port, and that a place of such commer- 
cial importance as we have lately been repeatedly told Shanghai has 
become should be without efficient fire-engines and a well- 
trained body of firemen. As regards the water, the delay in ob- 
taining an abundant supply is quite unaccountable. The Consular 
buildings stand in an angle at the junction of two rivers, known 
as the Soochow Creek, and the Wongpoo River, neither of which is 
more than a few yards from the building which was destroyed. Water, 
therefore, in any quantity was ready to hand, and it can only have

were wanting. Two buckets were, apparently, the only aids possessed 
by the Consul for the protection of a building which cost the nation 
many thousands of pounds, and which contained documentary pro- 

erty of the utmost value. Comment on such a state of things 
is needless. The delay in the arrival of the fire-engines is 
equally to be regretted. Although the foreign settlements are of 
limited extent, and the fire stations, therefore, within easy distance 
of the Consulate, the first engine did not arrive on the spot until an 
hour and a half had elapsed from the time that the alarm was first 
given, and out of the seven which eventually came two only were in 
@ condition to render any assistance. This state of general ineffi- 
ciency is the more astonishing since fires in the native honses, espe- 
cially in the winter, when all wood-work has been rendered more than 
usually inflammable by the long continuance of dry weather which 
characterises the autumn in China, are of almost daily occurrence, 
and the great quantity of timber employed in the construction of 
foreign as well as native buildings in the East renders it doubly im- 
portant that means should always be at hand to extinguish fire at the 
very first symptom of danger. The Consulate which has now been 
destroyed was built when Shanghai was first opened to foreign trade, 
and was an exceedingly handsome and spacious building. One curious 
incident is connected with the date of its destruction. Just one week 
before the occurrence of the fire, the insurance policy had been al- 
eta to expire, and thus the entire logs incurred falls on the Foreign- 
office.

JUDICIAL COMMITTEE OF THE PRIVY COUNCIL. 
THE APPEAL CASE OF THE CHARTERED MERCANTILE BANK OF INDIA 
V. DICKSON AND TATHAM. 

The following is an abstract of the judgment of the Lords of the 
Judicial Committee of the Privy Council on the appeal of the Chartered 
Mercantile Bank of India, London, and China ». Dickson and Tatham, 
from the Supreme Court of the Island of Ceylon. Present :--Lord 
Cairns, Sir James W. Colvile, the Judge of the Admiralty Court, and 
Sir Josepb Napier. 

The action was based upon a claim by the appellants, the Chartered 
Mercantile Bank of India, as holders of a promissory note for £5,000, 
against Dickson and Tatham as payees and endorsers of the note. 
Various defences were pleaded by the present respondent, Thomas 
Dickson ; the result was that with regard to the inception of the note 
and its validity at the time of the making of it, all the defences which 
denied its validity or qualified its effect according to what the law 
would impute to it upon the face of it were found against the respon- 
dents, and it must now be taken that the note at its original making 
was a valid note. 

One plea, which states ‘‘ That there was undue delay in presenting 
the gaid note, and the defendant is thereby released from hia obliga- 
tion thereunder,” raises a question which has been called a mixed 
question of law and fact, and thia issue has been found in favour of the 
respondents by the Primary Court in Ceylon, and, upon appeal, by the 
Appellate Court. 

Their Lordships consider that the result of the evidence both of Mr. 
Le Marchand, the manager of the bank, and of Mr. Tatham, the partner 
in Dickson, Tatham, and Company,—judging of that evidence by the 
findings of the Court, to which reference has already been made,— 
shows that the position of the parties, with regard to this note, was 
really that position which the law itself would imply from the appear- 
ance of the note itself; namely, that Sinne Lcebbe Brothers were the 
principal debtors; that Dickson, Tatham, and Company were sure- 
ties ; and they are of opinion that it is perfectly made out that the 
bank were aware of that fact. Their Lordships think it also clear 
that, although the note is payable on demand, no payment of the note 
by the makers at any immediate or specific date was contemplated, 
and therefore the note was meant to be, to a greater or less extent, a 
continuing security. 

Their Lordships are of opinion that with the disputes between Mr. 
Tatham and his partner they have nothing to do. 

Having returned to the Colony, Mr. Tatham, on the 22nd Septem- 
ber, 1864, wrote a letter to the firm of Sinne Lebbe and Company. in 
the name of the firm of Dickson, Tatham, and Company. On the 22nd 
September, therefore, it must have been the opinion of Dickson, 
Tatham, and Company that there had been no delay in presenting 
this note for payment. 

We find, next, two facts of importance in the evidence of the case. 
Mr. Tatham says, “ He firet told me—that is, Le Marchand first told 
me—that he intended to hold me liable for the note, in October or No- 
vember, 1864.” It is possible that may be so, but it is equally con- 
sistent with the case of the bank that no doubt was entertained on 
their part of the liability of Dickson, Tatham, and Company ; and it is 
certainly consistent with the letter of Mr. Tatham, of the 22nd Sep- 
tember, which assumes the liability. 

If then, on the 22nd of September, it was the opinion of Dickson, 
Tatham, and Company, and if it was the fact that there had been no 
undue delay in presenting this note, certain)y the lapse of time 
afterwards, under the circumstances to which I have referred, cannot, 
in their Lordships’ opinion, constitute an unreagonable delay. 

Their Lordships, therefore, if this matter were res integra before 
them, and if they were addressing themselves to the inquiry which I 
have assumed to be the pepe one—whether the note was presented 
in reasonable time—would be prepared to hold that, having regard to 
all the circumstances of this case, there was no unreasonable delay in 
preventing the note. And they have now to consider the view that 

been taken by the Court below ; and the course taken by the Pri- 
mary Court wasthis. The learned Judge (in Colombo), after dieposing 
of the other issues, says: “The partnership between the first and 
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of the Colombo branch must, therefore, have been aware of it early in 
August, probably about the 4th or 5th. The business of the firm, 
after the dissolution, continued to be carried on by the second defend- 
ant, and the plaintiffs were employed by first defendant to receive 
from the second the proceeds of his share in the partnership assets, as 
the same were, from time to time realised, and to remit them to him, 
and from August to December the bank was in constant correspond- 
ence with the first defendant ag to these recoveries and remittances. 
During the whole of this period, the position of Sinne Lebbe Brothers, 
the makers of the note, was known to the managers of the bank, both 
iu London and Colombo, to be most critical. The manager in Colombo 
was also aware that the negotiation between the defendants and Messrs. 
Sinne Lebbe Brothers respecting the advance by the former to the latter 
of asum of £50,000, of which this £5,000, raised by means of the note, 
formed part, had been broken off. The dangerous position in which the 
maker of the note stood throughout the year 1864, the failure of the 
consideration which had induced second defendant to endorse the 
note, and the anxiety of the first defendant to close all his accounts 
with his late firm, were all reasons which should have induced 
the plaintiffs to lose no time in presenting the note.” Now, if the 
learned Judge means to say that the know'edge that the contem- 
plated loan of £50,000, out of which this £5,000 was to be repaid, had 
gone off, should have made the bank lose no time in presenting the 
note, hia view must go to this, that it was the duty of the bank, im- 
mediately upon that loan going off, to have presented and insisted on 
payment of the note. It is sufficient to say that with any euch idea 
the letter of the 22nd September is altogether irreconcilable, and it is 
unnecessary to observe further upon it. Ifthe learned Judge means to 
say that the fact of the dissolution of the firm, the fact that. Mr. Dickson 
was employing the bank to get in the proceeds of his share of the 
partnership assets and to remit them to him, ought at that time to 
have caused some greater celerity in presenting the note than other- 
wise would have been the duty of the holders of it—their Lordships 
consider that, although it may be proper to look at the dissolution as 
afact in the history of the case, that must be taken in connection with 
the management of the liquidation of the affairs of the house of Dick- 
son, Tatham, and Company, in the colony, by Mr. Tatham, and they 
have already adverted to that which the learned Judge here appears 
to have overlooked—the conduct of Mr. Tatham in the colony with 
reference to that liquidation. 

Their Lordships, therefore, find with regard to the firat Judge in this 
case that he appears to have attached weight to circumstances in the 
case which are not, as their Lordships conceive, the circamstances 
which really must govern the decision, and to have overlooked alto- 
gether those material considerations to which reference has already 
been made. 

It may be very true that the affairs of Sinne Lebbe were going from 
bad to worse, but, on the other hand, it may have been the very worst 
possible thing for the endorser to have precipitated that downward 
course of the firm of Sinne Lebbe Brothera. And, when we look at 
the facts of the case, to which reference has already been made, their 
Lordships are of opinion that it was not merely for the interests, but 
that it was the wish of both parties, both the bank and the partner of 
Dickson, Tatham, and Company in the colony, that no undue pressure 
should take place against Sinne Lebbe Brothers. 

Their Lordships, therefore, find that, not upon a dispute of facts, 
but upon the application of the law to the facts of the case, they are 
unable to concur in the reasoning of the first Court or of the Court of 
Appeal in the colony. They are of opinion that the decision in the 
colony cannot be supported. They will humbly advise Her Majeaty 
that the appeal ought to be allowed, that judgment should be entered 
for the appellants for the amount of the note, with interest at the rate 
of the colony, 9 per cent., with costs in the Court below, and that the 
appellants should have the costa of this appeal. 


COURT OF QUEEN’S BENCH. 
WILLIS V. MAUDSLEY, FIELD AND CO. 

This was an action tried on the 15th inst. for breach of contract in 
building a ship, the Blackadder, according to the specifications and 
plans t> the satisfaction of the owner's surveyors, and also for delay in 
completion. Sir J. Karslake and Mr. A. L. Smith were for the plain- 
tiff; Mr. Milward for the defendants. The plaintiff's object was to 
get an extra fast clipper for the China trade, and the complaint was 
that the vessel was not o built, and that by delay a voyage was lost. 
The verdict went for the plaintiff for £760. 

On the 17th a cross action was brought, the defendants in the pre- 
vious case being the plaintiffs. They claimed a balance of £4,199 for 
building the vessel, in satiefaction of which the defendant paid £3,000 
into Court. The question in dispute was the mode of reckoning the 
tonnage, and it was ultimately arranged that this should be referred 
to an arbitrator, who will state a case for the decision of the Court.

MR. SEWARD IN CHINA. 

The Glode has the following upon Mr. Seward’s visit to China :—Mr. 
Secretary Seward has been stoned by beggar boys at Hankow, has 
been received with great courtesy by the officials of the Peking 
Foreign-office, and has penetrated as far north as the Great Wall. 
With true American instincts, he chose this last-named historic posi- 
tion whereon to write a letter (which has since been published) to the 
American Admiral, thanking him for his civility in having ‘‘ gallantly 
attended’ him “over the stormy Yellow Sea, up the tortuous Peiho 
River, and over the plaing, through the city of Peking, to the Great 
Wall, from which,” he adds, “I have been able to look down south- 
ward upon the decading power of China, and northward upon the 
aboriginal region of the North Pacific coast of the Asiatic continent.” 
This would do honour to the pen of Mr. Jefferson Brick himself. 
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What is the meaning of an aboriginal region? Are not all regions 
aboriginal? And how in the name of all that is geographical could 
Mr. Seward, facing northward from the longitude of Peking, look 
upon the aboriginal or any other region of the North Pacific coast ? 
We can forgive a man, and especially an American, for being etirred 
into grandiloquence by finding himself face to face with such a monu- 
ment of antiquity as the Great Wall of China, and 4 Foreign Secre- 
tary for displaying ignorance of geography, but we cannot accept any 
position as an excuse for the production of such intricate English as 
the above. Mr. Seward concludes his letter by saying:—‘' I shall 
come short of my duty if I shall not be able to improve this great ex- 
perience for the benefit of our country and mankind,” from which we 
gather that he is going to write a book. We hope that before doing 
ao he will have recovered his English, and will have enlarged his 
somewhat limited stock of geographical knowledge. : 








SuprLementary to the Army Estimates a statement has been issued 
showing that the following amounts are included in the estimates for 
military purposes in the colonies, viz. :— Western Australian, £21,810 ; 
Canada, £13,302; Nova Scotia, £114,684 ; Bermuda, £196,630; Cape 
of Hope (including Natal), £135,601 ; St. Helena, 22,767; Mauritius, 
£59,105 ; China, £162,001; Ceylon, £152,428; Straits Settlements, 
£77,908 ; Gibraltar, £248,227; Malta, £382,076; Sierra Leone, 
£17,562 ; Gold Coast and Lagos, £16.5138; Bahamas, £11,896; Hon- 
duras, £12,798 ; Jamaica, £70,908; Windward and Leeward Islands, 
£108,490 ; total, £1,855,706. This is £49,832 leas than last year’s 
estimates. The following amounts will be repuid, viz. :—The Cape 
of Good Hope, £10,000; Natal, £3,500: Ceylon, £160,000 ; Straits 
Settlements, £59,300; Hong Kong, £20,000 ; Malta, £6,200; Mau- 
ritins, £27,000 ; Windward and Leeward Islands, £4,000 ; total colo- 
nial contributions to be paid into the Exchequer, £290,000. 

In conzequence of Admiral Mends having reported that in his opi- 
nion Her Majesty's troopships will be able with safety to pass through 
the Suez Canal next year, it is the intention of the authorities to 
avail themselves of this direct route, which will prevent the necessity 
of keeping up asupply of transports on both sides of the Isthmus, and 
also afford an opportunity for reducing the staff officers at present 
employed on special duty in Egypt. 

WE understand that Vice-Admiral Kellett has applied to the Admi- 
ralty for his squadron to be augmented in China and Japan. With 
the view of complying with his request, we believe that it is the inten- 
tion of the Admiralty to commission one, or may be two, vessels for 
service on that station. 

ConsuLaR APPOINTMENTS.—FOREIGN-OFFICE, Fes. 7.—The Queen 
has been pleased to approve of Mr. Hippolyte Nicaise as Vice-Congul 
at Hong Kong for his Majesty the King of the Belgians. 





Monetary wd Commercial. 


The tenders for £400,000 in bills on India were received at the 
Bank of England, when the amounts allotted were—to Calcutta, 
£344,200 ; to Bombay, £50,000; and to Madras, £5,800. The 
minimum price wag fixed as before at 1s. 10d. on all the Presiden- 
cies, and tenders on Calcutta and Madras at Is. 10§d. will re- 
ceive about 76 per cent., and on Bombay at that price in full. 
These results show a further increase in the demand for means of 
remittance to the East. 

It is announced that arrangements have been made be- 
tween the Falmouth, Gibraltar, and Malta Telegraph Company, 
the Indian Government Telegraph Department, and the Indo- 
European Company, for the adoption of a remunerative tariff for 
messages to India. On and after Feb. 15 a telegram to Bombay, 
Calcutta, and stations west of Chittagong, containing twenty words, 
will cost £4 10s. and one of ten words, £3108. To Ceylon, 
Rangoon, and places in India east of Chittagong, the rates will be 
4s, additional. This revision of tariff will cause a temporary in- 
crease of the rates to places beyond India, but negotiations are 
in progress for shortly effecting a considerable reduction of the 
charges to Penang, Singapore, and Java. 
~ Messrs.{ Leveson, Lewis, and Oo. have issued a table showing 
the quantities of produce exported from Penang and Singapore 
during the past ten years. 

Messrs. Lebeau and Co., of Billiter-street, agents for the Italian 
Railways, have at last published a very useful Hand-book of In- 
formation for passenger and goods traffic by the Brindisi mail 
route. It is furnished with complete time-tables, and accom- 
panied with a mass of valuable hints concerning hotels, omni- 
buses, Custom-house regulations, &c., at various points on the 
route. It is an excellent travelling companion and guide for all 
who pass over this new highway to the Far East.

The comparatively large stock at the beginning of the present year 
is seplalnedbe the large quantities in bond, purchased by dealers and 
the trade during the latter part of 1870, in order to reap the advantage 
of the reduction of 10 cents per pound duty after the turn of the year. 
The comparatively small withdrawals from bond during the closing 
months of 1870, however, is now being compensated by a much more 
than usually active movement. It will be seen by the following figures 
that the withdrawals from the 1st to the 27th of January are more than 
442 per cent. in excess of the corresponding period last year (lacking 
one day in 1879), the aggregate reaching nearly eight and a quarter 
millions of pounds, with the probability that by March Ist the quantity 
will closely approximate fourteen millions.

These statistics are a sufficient indication of the progress of the trade 
in one of the most important ataples of import, without calling for 
any extended remarks of an elucidatory character. We may remark, 
however, that despite the economical tendency of the times, the mar- 
ket is ina healthy condition, and trade since the commencement of 
the new year, for obvious reasons, has been remarkably active. Owin 
to scarcity, consequent upon the delay in receipta, bond prices of g 
new crop Oolong have been appreciated, while to consumers, the article 
has been afforded ata decline nearly or quite equal tothe reduction of 
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duty. And the same may be said of other kinds of Black Tea. In 
Greens and Japans there has been no anprecianle change, the price 
of these, it is claimed, having been about down to the coat of importa- 
tion before the duty was reduced. 

Most of the finer grades of Oolong have hitherto come from Foo- 
chow, but this seagon’s crop being comparatively poor, the tea from 
Amoy, which has usually been sold at relatively lower prices, is this 
year of better quality, and consequently meeta with greater favour. 
We may mention, as a comparatively new feature, the receipt of black 


tea from the Island of Formosa, which being of full body, strong, of 
uniform colour, and moderate in price withal, meets with favour among 


consumers. Japan tea is steadily working its way into popular favour, 


its relative cheapness, and its constant appreciation in the estimation 
of the masses, leading to its substitution, to a considerable extent, for 


_ #ome other kinds, notably Oolong. 


The experiment of bringing tea [via the Suez Canal cannot be re- 
garded as an unqualified success, though the experience had this season
